Preface 


To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Members  of  the  Borough  Council: - 
Mr.  Mayor,  Aldermen,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  present  herewith  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of  the  District 
drawn  up  in  accordance  with  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  1/67  dated 
January,  1967.  Included  in  the  Report  is  the  Report  of  your  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector. 

Three  Medical  Officer1 s  of  Health  have  served  your  District  during 
the  year.  Dr.  M.  McQuaid  held  office  until  April,  1966,  when  she 
resigned  owing  to  ill  health.  During  the  period  January  to  April  your 
present  Medical  Officer  of  Health  "gave  cover"  to  your  District.  In 
April  your  District  was  included  in  an  enlarged  M.  O.H.  area  and 
Dr.  R.  B.  YTalker  from  Plympton  became  Medical  Officer  of  Health  until 
he  emigrated  to  Canada  in  October,  1966.  Your  present  Medical  Officer 
was  then  appointed  "Acting  Medical  Officer  of  Health"  for  the  remainder 
of  the  year.  Also  in  A.pril  1966,  Dr.  Mary  Budding  was  appointed  part- 
time  deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  She  is  also  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  to  Okehampton  Borough  and  Rural  Districts  and  a  Senior  Medical 
Officer  on  the  staff  of  the  Devon  County  Council  at  Tavistock, 

POPULATION,  BIRTHS  and  DEATHS 

The  Registrar  General  has  estimated  that  the  Mid-Year  population  of 
the  Borough  was  5,620  persons,  a  drop  of  40  people  since  1965.  The 
number  of  deaths  exceeded  births  by  63  persons  and  23  persons  moved  into 
the  area. 

The  Standardised  Birth  Rate  at  14.19  is  above  the  previous  years 
Rate  but  is  well  below  the  National  A.verage  of  17*1  per  thousand 
population. 

The  Standardised  Death  Rate  is  not  only  above  last  years  Rate  but 
is  above  the  National  Average  of  11.7  per  thousand  population  and  is 
an  indication  of  the  size  of  the  ageing  population  in  the  Borough. 

As  is  usual  in  the  rest  of  the  Country  the  largest  cause  of  death 
was  disease  of  the  heart  and  circulation.  In  fact  60  deaths  (46%  of 
the  total)  were  due  to  this  cause.  Seventeen  deaths  (13/  of  the  total) 
were  caused  by  cancer  and  only  three  of  these  were  due  to  lung  cancer. 
Ten  others  died  of  respiratory  diseases  (just  under  8/  of  the  total), 
and  four  infants  died  under  the  age  of  one  year. 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

Very  few  infectious  diseases  were  notified  during  the  year,  the 
largest  number  being  5  cases  of  Whooping  Cough.  A  total  of  218 
persons  were  vaccinated  by  their  doctors  before  travelling  abroad 
and  their  smallpox  vaccination  certificates  were  "authenticated'1  by 
the  Public  Health  Department. 


GENERAL  HEALTH 


The  functioning  of  the  Borough's  sewage  disposal  works  again 
was  troublesome  and  a  Report  by  Consulting  Engineers  is  anxiously 
awaited. 

The  throughput  at  the  Bacon  Factory  continues  at  a  high  level 

and  the  Inspectors  spent  a  great  deal  of  time  on  meat  inspection. 

Satisfactory  progress  was  made  in  connection  with  substandard 
houses.  Nine  properties  were  the  subject  of  a  Clearance  Area  and 
three  other  properties  were  Closed  for  human  habitation. 

Improvement  Grants  were  made  in  respect  of  fifteen  properties. 
NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACTS  1948  and  1931 

No  action  was  necessary  under  these  Acts  for  the  compulsory 

removal  of  persons  in  need  of  care  and.  attention.  No  burials  took 

place  under  Section  50  of  the  1948  Act. 


In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Borough  Council 
and  their  staff  for  the  kind  way  I  have  been  received.

GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 


1. 


There  are  two  hospitals  in  the  town.  The  Totnes  and 
District  Hospital  is  a  general  practitioner  hospital  and  has 
24  beds.  Broomborough  Hospital  has  135  beds  for  chronic  cases. 
It  has  a  maternity  wing  with  13  beds  and  cots;  this  unit  serves 
a  wide  area  outside  the  town.  There  are  also  43  beds  available 
for  residential  cases  under  Part  III  of  the  National  Assistance 
Act. 


2. 


Services 


Under  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  the  County 
Council  provides  the  following  services: - 


Domiciliary  midwives,  home  nurses,  health  visitors,  super¬ 
visory  care  of  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  children  under 
five,  ambulance  services,  vaccination  and  immunisation  procedures, 
home  help  services,  and  the  care  of  persons  suffering  from  illness 
or  mental  disorders,  and  the  after  care  of  such  persons. 

Two  district  nurse/midwives  work  in  the  district  together 
with  a  health  visitor  and  a  nursing  assistant.  A  child  welfare 
clinic  is  held  on  the  first,  third  and  fifth  Monday  in  the  month 
at  the  Borough  Park  Clinic,  and  the  health  visitor  for  the  area 
is  in  attendance.  The  home  help  service  is  provided  by  the 
County  Council.  A  chiropody  service  has  been  made  available  for 
the  handicapped,  the  aged,  and  expectant  mothers.  The  ambulance 
service  is  operated  by  voluntary  organisations.  A  "meals  on 
wheels"  service  is  provided  by  the  W.  R.  V.  S.

6.  SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


The  remedial  scheme  involving  the  construction  of  cold 
digestion  sludge  lagoons  and  the  installation  of  equipment  for 
the  spray  irrigation  of  effluent  has  been  completed  and  is  in 
operation.  It  will  not  be  entirely  effective  until  additional 
land  is  acquired  for  spraying  purposes  and  negotiations  are 
taking  place. 

A  large  submersible  pump  has  been  ordered  to  completely 
replace  the  old  gas  engine  which  is  now  antiquated  and  could 
fail  at  any  time.  The  Consulting  Engineers  have  almost  finalised 
their  report  on  the  sewerage  arrangements  of  the  town  and  the 
main  scheme  for  the  treatment  of  the  town's  sewage,  together  with 
trade  effluents,  will  shortly  be  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government.
